Lansing, Mich., July 26. — Governor 
Ferris on Thursday ordered out two 
troops of cavalry, two companies of 
artillery an^ all Infantry companies of 
the Michigan National Guard to pro- 
ceed to the copper country and aid In 
quelling tho disturbance caused by 
16,000 miners who are on strike. 

Adjt. Gen. R, C. Vandercook, who 
received orders from Governor Ferris 
to rush the mllltia to the strike zone, 
had a,400 men In Houghton and Ke- 
weenaw counties Friday night 

The provisions which tho quarter^ 
master's department had ordered for 
the annual encampment of state troops 
to be held In Ludlngton next month 
were shipped north at once. Thou* 
sands of rounds of ammunition and 
tho two field guns of the Lansing artil- 
lery companies, supplied with shrap- 
nel shells, were included in the equip- 
ment of tho militia. 

It la planned to keep the men In 
camp until the trouble la entirely over. 

Attorney General Follows wired tho 
prosecuting attorney of Houghton and 
Keweenaw counties to close all. the 
saloons and prohibit tho sale of liquor 
in tho strike dlstrlcL 

Calumet, Mich., July 26,— Violating 
orders of tho Western Federation of 
Minora against violence, many of. the 
16,000 striking minors of the copper 
belt on Thursday created enough dls- 
turbanco to result in the ordering out 
of troops. By night there 'were 2,400 
stato soldiers, including cavalry and 
artillery, In the mining fields of the 
upper peninsula of Michigan. 

There were no concerted attacks on 
mine property or persons about the 
mines, but several persona were in- 
jured In sporadic brawls, and some of 
these are expected to die. So menac- 
ing did the situation appear to Sheriff 
Crune that he asked Governor Ferris 
for mllltta early In the day. 

Tho governor was on his way to Al- 
pena, and when the request reached 
him at Bay City he waa at first in- 
clined to think that the sheriff was un- 
duly alarmed. Later reports, however, 
convinced tho governor that armed 
help waa needed, and he ordered A.d- 
Jutant General Vandercook to rush sol- 
diers to the strike zone. 

While t^ere were several outbreaks 
In various parte of the mining coun- 
try, tho chief disturbance that set tho 
troops in motion was an assault on the 
deputy sheriffs stationed at the mines 
of the Calumet and Hecla company to 
protect property. None of tho mines 
have, attempted to operate, but the 
strikers seemed to object to the pres- 
ence of the deputies.

mmlgratlon Inspector Dixon Wounded 
by Federal Troops at Jumper, M«x., 
Finally Permitted to Return to El 
Paso After Washington Demand. 

El Paso, Tex., July 29.— Following 
the demand made by American Consul 
T. D. Edwards, tho Mexican federal of- 
ficials at Juarez, Mex.. released 
Charles B. Dixon, Jr., tho United 
States Immigration Inapoctbr who waa 
shot In tho back on Saturday by Mexi- 
can federal troops at Juarez, Mox., 
Mr. Dixon was taken to a hospital at 
El Paso, Tex. 

Tho demand of Consul Edwards was 
In vigorous language. Tho consul said 
rolatlvo to ropnrntlon: 

"I do not merely request tho arrest 
of these men, but In tho namo of tho 
United States government, which I 
havo tho honor to rcpreacnt, I demand 
their Immediate punishment for this 
crime. My government will hold tho 
military authorities of Juarez per- 
sonally responsible for failure to obey 
thiB command." 

Arthur Walker, tho negro who Dixon 
was Investigating when ho was ar- 
reated, and the soldlera who made tho 
arrest wore Immediately placed In 
Jail, according to tho report of Colonel 
Castro, commanding the Juarez garri- 
son, to F. W. Derahlre, supervising In* 
spector of Immigration for tho United 
States on tho Mexican border. 

Dixon waa released to Mr. BerkshIro 
and brought to El Paso to a hospital, 
whore his physlclane believe he will 
recover. 

When tho Mexican soldiers had ap- 
prehended Dixon they marched him 
to tho suburbs of the city instead of 
tho military barracks or city hall. 
This, according to Dixon's statement, 
gave rise to tho suspicion that ho 'was 
going to be executed. As a matter of 
self-presen*atlon, ho declared, ho took 
to filght and became tho target of 
many bullets. 

Wounded, ho was taken to the 
Juarez hoepltal by his captors, and 
there, under, a military guard of three 
soldiers, he waa kept from Saturday 
afternoon until late Sunday, when be 
was removed to El Paso. 

Indignation at the Mexicans runs 
high in El Paso, and the treatment ac- 
corded Dixon has strained relations In 
this city between Americans and Mex- 
icans aa has no other Incident attend- 
ant upon tho present revolution. 

Washington, July 29.- The ohootlng 
and serious wounding of United States 
Immigration Inspector Charlee B. 
Dixon by Mexican federal troopers at 
Juarez while Mr, Dixon was perform- 
ing hla oOlclal duties has aroused tho 
administration to rapid action and has 
further complicated tho problem Presi- 
dent Wilson has before him of deter- 
mining what is to be tho policy of the 
United States toward Mexico, 

There wore other developments in 
the last 24 hours which have muddled 
tho already thoroughly mixed and 
acute relations of tho United States 
toward Mexico. These developments 
were: 

It was not until Sunday that tho ad- 
ministration received an ofllcia] report 
on the shooting of Inspector Dixon. 
The state department received a re- 
port from the American consul at 
Juarez, Thomas Edwards, and Secre- 
tary of Labor Wilson received an ac- 
count of the shooting of Immigration 
Inspector Berkshire. In charge of the 
El Paeo district Both were laid be- 
fore the president, who had with him 
the general report mado to Secretary 
of State Bryan by Ambassador Wilson. 
Both ofilclal reports corroborated 
the press dispatches. 

Secretary Bryan telegraphed Consul 
Edwards to demand of the command- 
ants of the garrison at Juarez that the 
officer and men connected with tho 
shooting bo arrested at once, Mr. 
Edwards waa Inetnicted to further de- 
mand that the men be held until their 
testimony can be taken by the consul. 
This Is an unprecedented step. It Is 
unusual for American consuls to ex- 
amino foreigners charged with the 
commitment of a crimo on an Ameri- 
can. 

This lestlraony will be used by tho 
state department in carrying Its do- 
niand to Huertn for the punishment at 
once of tho oOlcer, a half-breed negro 
uid his men. ' 

The United States government also 
demanded the Immediate release of 
Charles Dlssell and Bernard McDon- 
ald, mining managers, Imprisoned by 
federal soldiers at Chihuahua City, 
and said to be threatened with execu- 
tion.

Some buildings grow < d gracefully. 
But Sing Sing, at the (id of a hun- 
dred years, grows mua ' In every 
stone and at every angi , It la grim, 
repelling, auggeatlng al the horrors 
of its mediaoval proto ypcs — If. in- 
deed, it* Is not actually mediaeval it- 
self. - 

Has Special Fumtlon. 

Yet to tho city of New York, 
which has most to do jwith It Sing 
Sing la not only a prison. It Is the 
cold gray palace of a^neraent It 
has a special functlos for tho metrop- 
olis. It slays the city's flayers. 

New York furnlsbea tiie stage set- 
ting for ajiy crime. Itjprovldea tho 
principal and, his ylctlp. Its laby- 
rinths servo aa a place for tho crim- 
inal In hls-night lb police make the 
pursuit and. usually, tlioj capture. Us 
lawyers mako the, iilo&s, for and 
pgalnst Its Juried find tho verdict 
Ua Judges pass tho sentence. But 
when the sentence; ta death, tho city 
turns to the old grar dungeon In 
AVfifltchester county cod says: "Take 
him; ho Is yours— to kill." 

And so the last ttio man sees of 
the city Is at the nomcnt when he 
steps from the carrrige to take the 
train. His lawyers hnvo told hlra 
they w'111 appeal his case. He knows 
that ho will not die U^e next day, nor 
tho next week, nor the next 'month. 
Ho BtllL has money and the lawyers 
aro sanguine. Surely they will win 
fpr him. 

.On the train he sits, with his law- 
yer. In tho smoking car,, and the two 
guards alt behind them, very plocid 
and pleasant but \\\t\\ very serious 
rovolvors In their peck ots.

tho record. Oppoalte this record la 
put down his number. His pockets 
aro. emptied and a care/ul Inventory 
mado of everything In them. If ho 
leaves Sing Sing his watch and keys 
and money will bo given baclc to him 
— or to hla' heirs and aasigns. No 
moro does tho property of the felon 
revert to tho state. 

He Ib shaved by the prison barber, 
and if his hair* Is too long to be con- 
sidered sanitary, from a prison point 
of view, it Is cut but not shaved. 
Ho Is photographed from both sides 
and In front and his measurements 
are taken for tho Bertlllon aystcm. 

Stripes went out of use at Sing 
Sing years ago. The prison garment 
Is of dark gray. If the cloth were 
fashionably cut any man could wear 
a suit of It Tho prisoner dons a 
suit of this, shaken hands with his 
lawyer, who has been fidgeting about, 
and Is led away. 

One rainy afternoon, as he lies on 
his cot a keeper with no. stomach for 
hla errand comes to tho door of his 
cell. Ho baa his little speech ready 
and fires It quickly. 

"Sorry," he says, "but tho court of 
appeals sustains tho finding of tho 
lewer , court." 

When his last morning comes ho la 
ready, and the clergyman Is at his 
Bide, talking so earnestly that.. he. 
does not notlco It when the keeper 
Bllts his trouser leg from bottom to 
knee. He pays llttlo attention as the 
prison barber quickly cuts the hair' 
from the crown of his head. Ho Is 
ready when the cell door swings 
open, and ho follows tho priest and 
his Haring candle. 

From the curtained cells come tho 
last goodbys of thu rest of the con- 
demned company, some of them to 
follow him that very morning. ^ He 
wa^ks bravely through the black 
door. 

And now he Isv^ of tho gray walls 
and In a llttle^'rlck house of one 
roohi. It la ab.out twenty-five feet 
square. Its woodwork la oak, brightly 
varnished. Even the back of the 
black door Is yellow. The walls and 
celling are aa brightly blue as the 
bluest sky of spring. 

No furnlturo la in this room ex- 
cept tho chair, tho chair of atone- 
ment made of yfcllow oak and leath- 
er straps. Ho sooa It and knows Us 
purpose, but the priest Is BtlU talk- 
ing and he listens. The talk, Is car- 
rying hlra far away from the room of 
bluo and oak. It is little to him. now 
that iljcy are fastening the wot elec- 
trodes to his head and to his leg 
where the trousers wore slit. It la 
even leas that the. pipelike fixture 
above hini Is lowered so that its 
wires fasten to tho electrode. 

Prom the lethal stores of energ>''a 
most mysterious realm, liberated by 
a hand unseen, 1,S00 volta of light- 
ning leap down the pipelike fixture.

Gorgeous Coloring of Peaks at 
Sunrise and Sunset. 



Phenomenon Is Most Complex, Vary* 

Ing Greatly With the Weather, and 

at Times Exhibiting Features 

That Appear Myaterlouo. 



London. — Everybody who has bo- 
Journed among the Alps^ or other 
snowcapped* mountalna, must have ad- 
mired the gorgeous coloring of tho 
peaka at aunrlae and sunset. Watch- 
ing tho splendid spectacle from day to 
day, that It is a complex phonorae- 
non, varying greatly with the weather, 
and sometimes oxhlbltlng certain pe- 
culiarities that to the uninitiated aro 
decidedly mysterious. 

In fine weather the fallowing se- 
quence of events may bo noted: When 
tho sun has Bunk nearly to tho ob- 
Borver'a horizon, the peaks to tho east- 
ward begin to k have a reddish or gold- 
en hue. This fades gradually, but In 
a few minutes, when tho sun is a little 
below the obacrver'B horizon, but tho 
peaka are atlll bathed In direct sun- 
light, an intense red glow begins down 
the slopes and moves upward to tho 
summits. This Is Identical with tho 
rosy "twilight arch" that In clear 
weather rises from tho caBtern hori- 
zon as the sun sinks below the woat- 
em; and It Is bordered below by the 
bluo shadow of the earth. Now, for a 
few minutes, the peaks are In tho 
earth shadow; their rocks and snows 
assume a livid appearance, aptly de- 
scribed by tho Inhabitants of the vale 
of Chamounlx, whence^ the phenom- 
ena In question are well seen on tho 
Bummlts of Mont Blanc, as the "tlnte 
cadavereusG." 

Presently occurs the remarkable, 
phenomenon known as "recoloratlon" 
or "afterglow." In Chamounlx it ifl 
called "the resurrection or Mont 
Blanc." The peaks, from which all 
color had faded, again asBume a rosy' 
tint; but this time gradually, and 
without any sharp lino of demarcation 
between tho glow and the shadow be- 
neath. The recoloratlon is by no 
means a daily occurrence — la fact It 
is rather uncommon — and It varies 
greatly la appearance and duration. 
Sometimes It lasts until an hour after 
eunaet, and It passes away from be- 
low upward; Very rarely a faint sec-

ond recoloratlon. may be seen. AU 
these phenomena may be seen, in re- 
verse order, at sunrlso, though they 
are less common then than at sunrise. 
■ Tha ■ recoloratlon of the Alps has 
been variously explained, .but there 
seems to bo little doubt that It Is due, 
at least principally, to the reflection 
from the peaks of the rosy glow which 
forma lu the weatern sky aftor sunset 
known as the "purple lights" and 
which Is sometimes intense enough to 
constitute a secondary luminous 
source. The diffuse appearance of the 
recoloratlon, as compared with the 
well defined zone of rosy light that 
rests upon the peaks while the latter 
ari still In direct sunlight Is explained 
by tho broad expanse of the "purple 
llght"^as compared with the small disk 
of the sun. Sometimes the sky Itself 
(I. e.,the fine dust in tho upper at- 
mosphere) reflects the "purple light," 
giving rise to a "second purple light" 
for an observer situated at a suitable 
angle of vision. This In turn may bo 
reflected by the mountains giving .the, 
rare phenomenon of a second recolora- 
tlon.

Cottonwood Falls. Kan.— According 
to stock raisers and farmers of this 
county the coyote seems to be fast be- 
coming extinct. Tho fencing up of 
tho big pasture districts In this and 
neighboring counties, where practical- 
ly every acre is now stocked with cat- 
tle, has robbed tho coyote of his once 
free and open range. 

Docauso of his depredations on 
young and helpless domestic stock a 
bounty haa been set on his head and 
he hfis long been a fugitive, hunted 
and killed by every, farmer. The boun- 
ty of a dollar which la paid by the 
county for every coyoto' scalp turned 
In probably more than any other 
causo 1b responsible for the decreasing 
wolf population. 

In order to got the reward, many 
farmers, and especially^ the farmer 
boys, not only trap and kill coyotes 
whenever the opportunity comes, but 
have made a practice of bunting the 
-coyotes' dons and .robbing thorn of 
their young. For th6 scalp of .a baby 
wolf, though only a fow weeks old 
and Innocent of any wrongdoing, is 
the samo in the eyes of tho law as 
would bo that of a veteran chicken 
killer. ' . 

Only a .fow years ago tho county 
money paid out in this county alone 
for coyotes ran as high as 9300 'or 
$400 annually. Now, it is said, the 
number wiir hardly reach 100 a year. 
The bringing in of a dozen or moro 
scalps by one farmer, which was onco 
so common, no longer occurs. 
* The greater part, of thbsq. bountiea 
nre collected in the' spring months 
before the mother wolf has left her 
den Xvlth her' family. 'So persistently 
havo the farmers carried on the war- 
fare of extermination that tho coyotes 
which rear their 'families' in safety 
must bo cunning indeed. Though this 
may seem cruel, yet , from long ox'po- 
rlenco tho farmers havo found that 
in a stock-raising. country tho coyote 
has noplacfe. Were thoy left to mul- 
tiply oven for a fow years 80 groat

\ by Christian Names on Short 
Acquaintance.

When our forefathers spoke of a 
man's "address" thoy meant his whole 
loclal bearing. Nor. was It by mere 
freak or accident of language that the 
word thus exchanged a narrower for a 
wider significance. A man's way of 
accosting a stranger, or tnren an nc- 
qualntnAco, or even a friend, reveals 
ft good deal of hla character and goes 
a long way toward distinguishing a 
gentleman from a boor. "Good man- 
nora aro easy and free, but a "free and 
easy" manner Is an abomination. My 
attention, says a writer In tho Man- 
cheBtor (England) Quardiah, Is Invited 
to the subject by ono of thoso young 
Inquirers who writes as follows: 

"I attached no particular Importance 
to the questions until a few weeks ago. 
. ;. . And now I would ask what ex- 
perience has taught you. Is one to 
call every Tom, Dick and Harry by hla 
Christian name, or plain nrown. Jones 
Dnd Robinson, preQxed with 'Mr.* ao- 
cording to age? Is ono to call every 
Joan, Jane and Betsy by her Christian 
name, or merely Miss So-and-So?" 

T must not Indicate ray correspond- 
ent by the name of the place In which 
he dwells, so for the nonce ho Ehall 
be "Tom Fytton," named after a very 
attractive hero who suffered from rath- 
er Blmllnr cmbarrnssments; and to my 
friend Tom I would at tho outset Im- 
part a salutary warning which I ro- 
celvcd very early In Ilfo. 

"When you onco are on terms to call 
Christian names, you are on terras to 
quarrel." This somber truth, even If It 
stood alone, should be a deterrent froir 
premature and needless Intimacies, I 
fancy that Cowper, who had tho double 
Bensltlvencss of tho gentleman and the 
poet, must havo been smarting from 
some experiences of tliis sort when he 
wrote his stanzas on Friendship: 

Tho man who halls you Tom or Jack. 
And provcB by thumpa upon your back 

How ho cstcoma your merit. 
Is Buch a friend that ono had need 
Bp very much his friend Indeed. 

To purdon or to bear It. 

And the odd thing Is that the men 
who aro thus off<»Blvely friendly al- 
ways Bcom to Imagine that they are 
making themselves extremely pleas- 
ant; they are too blind to seo tho an- 
noyance which they cause and too 
thick headed to feel that their clumsi- 
ness is resented. Warned by their ex- 
ample, let Tom Fytton conflne hlm- 
t^\i to surnames until he Is really sure 
df his ground; and then, when ac- 
quaintance has led to Intimacy, ho will 
^nd that tho Christian name slips In- 
sensibly and Inevitably, Into Its place. 

There Is no greater error than to 
mistake vulgar familiarity for "gentle- 
manlike ease." but there Is a familiar- 
ity which is not the least vulgar, and 
"gentlemanly" has no necessary con- 
nectlon. with social rank. Some of the 
trues£ gentlemen I have ever known 
have been minors, and 1 have seen ag- 
ricultural laborers whoso manners no 
Instruction could have mended. 

Is Tom to call Joan, Jano and Botsy 
by their Christian names? No. I can- 
not say it too often or too plainly. To 
a man, every woman should be a di- 
vinity; and the slightest touch of fa- 
miliarity or freo and easiness is In- 
consistent with that reverence which 
should bo his instinctive attitude. It 
Is true that ray favorite heroine. Die 
Vernon, encouraged Prank Osbaldlson 
to set convention at defiance. "Call 
me Tom Vernon, If you have a ralnd. 
but speak to me as you would a friend 
^and companion." But thon Dlo, with 
all her channs, was a bit of a holden, 
-and had learnt her mannors from her 
brutal cousins. Frank, who was a gen- 
tleman, as well as a good fellow, de- 
clined to tako her at her word, and at 
their final parting (as It seemed) ahe 
was still to hlra "MIsa Vernon." 

Tf a forward or conceited youth pre- 
sumes to be "free and easy" with what 
he will probably call a "gurl," he Is 
likely to receive a snub which will 
abide with him, to his great advantage, 
all his life long. So direct familiarity 
is difficult and dangerous and the 
bounder generally has sense enough 
to avoid It But ho compensates him-, 
self' Indirectly b^ speaking of girls, 
behind their backs, by their Chrlatlon 
'names, though ho knows full well that 
he dare not so call them to their faces. 
There he' shows himself a coward as 
well as a cad, and Tom Fytton will 
perhaps find ah opportunity of telling 
him ao.
